"Health insurance is coming, *s 


shown by the progress of group in- 
surance 
and establishment fund:;. 


The question is, under what form 
shall it como and who shall control 
it 
With the growth of establish- 


ment funds and group insurance, 
employers will control the system, 
and the question lor ine public, and 
the employe, as well as the mediciil 
fraternity, is whether, on the -whole, 
this is better than a system of joint 
control where both employers arid 
employes are represented, in which 
the medical association* will have 
a voice as an organized body and 
where the public 
will 
supervlle 


through state agents." 


So declared Prof. John E. Com- 


mons, noted labor expert of the 
University of Wisconsin, in an ad- 
dress on "Health Insurance," de- 
livered before the Medical tociety 
of Wisconsin 
in 
Milwaukee this 


morning. 


State Will Not Pay Bills. 


"The objection that this means in- 


creased paternalism is-not 
soiinil, 


for it is not proposed that the state 
shall pay the bills or manage the 
funds. They are. managed and paid 
for by employers and employes. All 
that the state does is to lay down 
the rules as to the amount of com- 
pensation, medical service, adequate 
reserves, etc. The system is one 
of mutual insurance under 
public 


supervision. 


"In this system the meidcal 'as- 


sociation holds the balance of pow- 
er and is the deciding factor. The 
physician decides all cases as a dis- 
interested party with reference to 
disability through sickness and p«r- 


j iod of recovery. When these ques- 
tions are decided, the 
amount of 


compensation, and premiums to be 
paid are automatically determined 
by rules previously laid down in the 
law. 


"The physicians too are represent-. 


, ed, the same as employers and, em- 
i ployes, through their organizations, 
and in this way the organized med- 
ical fraternity determines 
health 


standards, 
hospital 
and medical 


equipment and jointly with the oth- 
ers determines the reasonable com- 
pensition of the physician. 


System Preventatire. 


"The proposed system is prevent- 


ative rather than curative. Hen; 
the example of accident compensa- 
tion laws is conclusive. Originally 
thought of as a means of compen- 
sation for accident; they have been 
found to ba the greatest of all meas- 
ures ever adopted for the preven- 
tion of accidents and this because 
they set up an every-day financial 
inducement to the employer'to in- 
stall prevention measures and to 
employ adequate expert safety- en- 
gineers. The same will be true 
when the financial motive is brought 
home daily to the employer and em- 
ployee. The physician's work then 
will be more than ever a great con- 
structive work of health -first. 


"The present tendency 
toward:, 


group insurance and establishment 
funds can never reach but a small 
proportion of the working popula- 
tion. 
The tendency will be to ti« 


the worked to. his job because by 
changing his tmployer he loses his 
insurance. The effect of this is to' 
shift the cost upon the worker in 
lower wages or less rapid rise o:? 
wages, on account of,loss of liberty. 


"The proposed health insurance 


plan cures both of these evils at 
one stroke. 
It makes the system 


universal for all employers and lib- 
erates the worker in choosing be- 
tween the employers."
